SELECTING SEED CORN.

Tlw method of making a cheuiiml se- 


lection of ears of seed corn by a simple 
mechanical examination of the kernel* 
t* based upon tbe fact that the kernel 
of corn Is not homogeneous in structure, 
but consists of several .lh>tiuct and 
readily observable pans of markedly 
different «n-mloal composition. Aside 
from the bull which surrounds the ker- 
nel, there arc three priucipal parts in a 
grain of corn. 


First.— Tbe darker colored and rather 


hard and borny layer lying uext to tbe 
hull, principally in the edges and to- 
ward the tip end of the kernel, where 
it is about three millimeters, or one- 
fighth of au inch, in thickness. 


Second.— The white, starchy appear- 


ing part occupying the crown end of 
the kernel and usually also immediate- 
ly surrounding the germ 


Third— The germ itself, which occu- 


pies the central part of the kernel to- 
ward tbe tip eud 


These different parts of the corn ker 


nel can be readily recognized by merely 
dissecting a single kernel with a pocket- 
knife. 


The horny layer, which usually con- 


stitutes about 05 per cent of the corn 
kernel, contains a large proportion qf 
the total protein in the kernel. 


The white, starchy part constitutes 


about 20 per cent qf tbe whole kernel

lujer is large in proportion and also 
quite rich In protein and that the germ 
although rather small In pioportion, it 
very rich in protein, so that these two 
parts contain a very Urge proportion 
of the total protein In the corn kernel, 
it will be readily aeeri that by selecting 
ears whose kernels contain more than 
the average proportion of gem and 
horny layer we are leully selecting euii 
which uio abo\t> the average in their 
protein content As a iknttei of fact 
the method Is even iuou> simple than 
this, because the white starchy part ia 
approximately the complement of nnd 
\ arles inversely as the sum of the oth- 
er constituents, and to pick out seed 
corn of high pioteln content it is only 
necessary to select those ears whose 
kernels showed relatively small propor- 
tion of the white, starchy part sur-

tbe wheat u. sown, the clover being 
sown in tbe spring. During tbe frozen 
lx=Tkxl of winter I cover tbe wheat 
with a thiii coat of manure, which set- 
tles well down around the wheat 
plant:-, stimulating their growth, af- 
fording them some winter protection 
and at the same time acting: as a sav- 
ins rnulcb to tbe little grass plants. 
After the wheat is harvested the stub- 
ble ia not pastured, and the gram is 
generally given another light manure 
dressing. The mowing machine, with 
elevated bar, clips tbe weeds before 
they make seeds and by cutting back 
the grass or clover growth encourages 
root development and extension. By 
this method I have encouraged a most 
discouraging prospect into a fine har- 
vest. 


I count that this is about all I may 


do under this system of making a hay 
crop. But even that sometimes comes 
into the realm of failure, so that I am 
about ready to abandon the old method 
of sowing the grass with the wheat. I 
am strengthened in my notion of drop- 
ping the old plan by my knowledge of 
the success of u new and much better 
one. I ha\e frequently sown clover in 
the spring on well prepared land with- 
out a nurse crop and had most satis- 
factory results, but not until the sec- 
ond summer after sowintr. Sowtlne* 
where the hind was not too loui with 
weeds I have harvested a light crop of 
hay the same season as the seed was 
sown. But unless the soil and weath- 
er conditions arc very favorable the 
first year's crop does not amount to 
much. 


On tbe newer plan a small field from 


which wheat was harvested last sum- 
mer and on which the fall sown timo- 
thy and spring sown clover were total 
failures was plowed after harvest and 
with harrow, roller and drag was made 
into a fine seed bed. 
About the 1st 


of August nine quarts each of timothy 
and clover mixed were sown, first 
lengthwise, then crosswise of the field. 
The sowing was followed by a light 
harrow, and the timothy and clover 
stand as thick and vigorous as is pos- 
sible for them to grow.

Snhinrfnce Packing-. 


On fall plowing subsurface packing 


of the ground immediately after plow- 
ing ga^ e fortj -two pounds more wheat 
and 24 cents more profit per acre than 
were obtained from the check plots. "On 
spring plowing similar results were 
obtained. It took a little less water to 
produce the crops on the land which 
was subsurface packed, nnd the soil 
contained a slightly higher percentage 
of moisture at the close of the season 
than was found in ordinaly plowing 
The subsurface packer is a heavy disk 
roller. The disks kink through the 
loose soil at the surface, tending to 
lira and pack the ground near the bot- 
tom of the furrow This establishes a 
better capillary connection v\ith tbe 
firm soil below, which tends to draw 
the water up into the surface soil, tliua 
causing u more laptd decay of stubble 
and other matter turned under by the 
plow and hastening the germination of 
the seed and the early growth of crop. 
In all experiments the subsurface pack- 
er 1ms given good results—Professor

N the moraine of March 17.1803, 


Fits-Hugh tee'* bugler sound- 
ed "boots and saddles" lu the 
bivouac on the Iluppauannuck 


MS the first cull for that famous fight- 
Ing brigade to a pitched encounter. Al- 
though it <oras the second year of the 
war. there hftrt beeu no real fighting on 
horseback in the east up to that date, 
except between mere haodfuls of men 
in oatirfwt skirmish. Jeb Stuart had 
often ridden on daring raids lu 1882, 
but never yet crossed sabers with a foe 
worthy of his steel. 
' The armies of Robert E. Lee and 
Joe Hooker lay on opposite banks of 
tti* Kappahannock. Hooker setting bl» 
ranks in trim to cross over and pas* 
the flank of Lee on the tray to Rich- 
mond. But the river was patrolled on 
the southern bank by Stuart's alert 
horsemen. These must be' cleared 
away before Hooker's advance set face 
southward or the movement would be 
discovered at the start 
Fitx Lee's 


main camp was at Culpeper Court 
House, some miles back from the river. 
His strongest guard stood watch at 
Kelly's ford, the best crossing of the 
region above Fredericksburg. 


Hooker ordered General William W. 


Avefell to ride out with faia brigade of 
3,00$ troopers and smash Fits Lee's 
brigade. But they bad clever scouts 
in th*tcamps of the Army of Northern 
Virginia. Averell bad barely left bis 
tents 'on the north bank when General 
Robert B. Lee sent a telegram from 
beadQuarters at Fredericksburg to his 
nephew, putting him on bis guard, and 
by nightfall of the 16th Flt« Lee's own 
•coat* brought word that the' riders in 
blue were only six miles from Kelly's 
.ford and aiwlng for that crossing. 
, 


Flti-Hngh Lee kept twenty sharp- 


shooters at the ford regularly and im- 
mediately sent down forty more at a 
gallop. The sharpshooters had built 
pits for cover and lay awake all night 
to meet the enetny. The ford was ob- 
structed with fallen trees and the op- 
posite approach barricaded with a net- 
work Of stout limbs and saplings hewn 
to a sharp point. 
AvereH's advance 


guard twice tried the ford about 8 a, m. 
on the 17th and was driven back. Fi- 
nally 'Ajereli picked twenty men from 
his brigade and. calling upon Lieuten- 
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Much 21-as.

ant '8. A. Brown of Troop G, First 
Rhode Island cavalry, told him to 
cross that ford and not return until so 
ordered. When Brown reached the 
middle of the current, he had but six- 
teen followers and, making a rush, 
reached the enemy's pits with but two 
men nt his back. But the daring fel- 
lows had made such a good fight with 
their carbines that the sharpshooters 
retreated, and Brown captured twenty- 
five belated ones whose horse holders 
stampeded and left them without 
mounts. 
, 


Avereil quickly crossed his brigade 


for fear of attack while astraddle of 
the stream. The current was very swift. 
and In order to prevent wetting the ar- 
tillery ammunition In crossing it was 
carried In the nosebags of the horses. 
The troops Went into line of battle as 
won as they were ofer, but, seeing uo 
'enemy, marched out on the different 
roads leading from the ford. With bis 
right resting upon the river Averell ad- 
vanced his left to a good position for 
battle and halted with his vbarpshoot- 
ers behind a atone farm fence. 


Fltt-Hugh Lee held back in order to 


inake sure that AvertII was crossing at 


l Kelly's Instead of a ford higher up. 
When his scouts told of AvereH's posi- 
tion, be quickly rode down, preceded 
?by mounted sharpshooters, and formed 
the third Virginia 'cavalry for the 
Charge. The Virginians swept down the 
aten* fence, using pistols In the faces 
of the Federals.

•out time, the Federate holding on by 
the aid of artillery. 


In tee ebarge of the Virginians 


Stuart lost his gallant boy artillerist, 
Cokmer John Pelbam. Pelham's guna 
were not in the fight, but he had 
enanced to hear of the affair and rode 
to the field with the bead of column 
along with his chief, who also waa 
there by accident When the Vlrglnlana 
charged on the farmhouse, Pelham 
rushed to the front waving his sword 
and urging on the troopers with a wild 
battle shout He was struck dead by a 
shell from Avereirs guns, and the fiery 
cavalcade swept on over bis body. 


After its repulse at the farmhouse 


the Third Virginia was Joined by Colo- 
nel T. L. Boater's Fifth Virginia, but 
In a second effort both were driven 
back by the rapid carbine fire of the 
Pennsylvaitlana and AvereH's guns. 
Meanwhile Fitz-Hugh Lee's right bad 
charged Averell1* left and ridden al- 
most up to the battery. This charge 
was also repulsed, the Federal troopers 
making a gallant countercharge. 


Finding his force outnumbered three 


to one, FitE-fiugh Lee decided to meet 
the fee on ground of his own choosing. 
He drew back and formed bis line at 
the edge 'of an open field 600 yards 
wide. Four cannon crowned a knoll 
which overlooked the roadway. Aver- 
eH's 
column followed the retiring 


Confederates rapidly and marching 
through a wood suddenly came upon 
Lea's battery and troopers In their new 
position. The wide field on the Fsderal 
atde was covered with dry stnbble, 
which waa on fire. Fitz-Hugh Lee's 
guna raked the roadway, but in the 
face of it' all the Federal troopers 
rushed on, beating out the flames with 
their overcoats and blankets as they 
advanced. 


On looking the ground over Averell 


decided not to push the attack. From 
appearances which were deceiving he 
thought that the Confederate battery 
wa»T)ehiiMi earthworks and the ground 
wa* Buch^bat he could not carry it by 
flank attack. His artillery ammunition 
was imperfect, while that of Fitz-Hugh 
Lee waa terribly deadly. Whenever the 
Confederate gunners made a target of 
a flying troop of Federals they invaria- 
bly landed -a shot. 


Seeing tfiat Averell,would not take 


the initiative, Fitz-Hugh Lee ordered a 
grand cavalry charge. It was a rash 
venture and one be would not have uu- 
dertaken after the blue and gray bad 
crossed sabers a few times, as they did 
frequently 1 hereafter in 1863. He put 
every squadron in, leavlng.no reserve 
and having nothing for his troopers to 
rally on in case of defeat except the 
four guns of bis battery. Averell's bat- 
tery bad 150 rounds of serviceable am- 
munition held in reserve in anticipa- 
tion of a charge. When Lee's troopers 
rode fdrwaitr, the battery opened with 
shell at 1,500 yards, changing to spher- 
ical case at 1,000 yards and to double 
shotted canister at 400 yards. 


Lee'a Fourth Virginia regiment en- 


countered a rail fence when half way 
across the field, and the troopers tore 
it down under a galling fire from the 
Federal carbines. This regiment, with 
the Second' Virginia, constituted Lee's 
right wing. Together they aimed for 
Averell'a ,< battery. Meanwhile Lee's 
left wing-came to a deep run, which 
«hecked"the line, and it was forced to 
change from line formation to a col- 
umn of Jours under fire* file across the 
stream and then deploy into line of 
battle. rALvereU'a cavalry met this 
charge byJlring at long range from the 
woods screening that flank. The Con- 
federates tried to sweep around and 
reach the Federal guns which lay di- 
rectly in front of the Fourth and Sec- 
ond Virginia. Between this column and 
the battery were two strong fences in- 
closing th,e main road of the region. 
By the time the troopers reached the 
road they were broken up into small 
squads and the impact of the charge 
lost The regiments, three in number— 
the First, Third and Fifth Virginia— 


j turned back and made their way to the 
hill from which they started. 


On the other flank the desperate 


charge of the Second and Fourth Vir- 
ginia met with stubborn resistance to 
the last After passing the fence these 
troopers dashed for Averell's guns. The 
gunners left their pieces, but oppor- 
tunely the First Rhode Island cavalry 
rushed to the point of danger and in a 
sharp hand to hand fight drove off the 
Virginians. The defeat of the Second 
and Fourth Virginia waa not a rout 
however. They rode back to the old 
ground to reform without molestation. 
Even the gallant Rhode Islanders, who 
made the hardest fight In Averell's col- 
umn, were satisfied to have rescued the 
battery. 


With the retreat of the Second 


and Fourth regiments came Averell's 
chance to destroy Fit* Lee's brigade. 
Lee's men bad been beaten in fair 
fighting. They were fewer In number 
than the enemy by almost three to one 
and bad suffered most In the fighting. 
But Averell excused himself from fur- 
ther tittack on the ground that he bad 
beard the drum beat of Infantry in the 
Confederate Hues the night before, 
that Fits Lee's position was protected 
by rlfio pits and the guns protected by 
earthworks. 
He could not attack by 


the flank and believed that a direct at- 
tack would end In disaster. In fact, he 
thought that withdrawal in the face of 
the enemy would be extremely baiard- 
ous. Hence he gave it up and marched 
back across the Rappnhannock,

To speak of cavalry charging 


upon a fleet of warships smacks of 
Mrn'"''tiitftf>frm until it Is explained 
that the -easels were blockade' in ice 
on a hard frozen bay. This occurred 
In the waters of Holland before the 
age of bteaxu power. 


Now, Porter's ironclads were not ' 


caught hi the Ice or this story of their 
escape would not be written. 
They 


were hemmed in by trees felled by the 
enemy in front and rear across a chan- 
nel so narrow in places that the ships' 
sides were only a foot from the bank. 
The ships were greased from stem to 
•tern to prevent the nimble Confed- 
erates who were after them from 
clambering aboard, and sailors armed 
with pistols and cutlasses lined the up- 
per decks to guard against assailants 
leaping down from overhanging trees. 
All this took place in the sluggish wa- 
ters of tributaries of the Yazoo river, 
an incident of Grant's Vicksburg cam- 
paign. Porter ventured into the Yazoo 
trap to succor the army. In the end 
the army rescued Porter. 


Porter's unique experience was the 


result of Grant's desire to get in the 
rear of Vicksburg on the north. The 
Yazoo empties into the 
Mississippi

only a question of time that the fleet 
would have to fight for right of way. 
At the end of twenty-four hours the 
t>hJj>s had made but four iui!es. Hear- 
ing the Uui*e of chopping ahead. Porter 
sent a tug forward, and two aewly 
felled trees were found across the 
channel. These were cut anuy. and 
the beats moved on by the light of lan- 
terns carried along the shore. At one 
place there were twenty-five trees cut 
into with the int-ntion of barricading 
the channel. 


Slowly as the fleet moved, it kept 


ahead of Sherman's army. After four 
days of struggling Porter reached Boil- 
ing fork, wbk?h would take him into 
Sunflower river, where the channel 
would be easier. Suddenly the flagship 
Cincinnati at the head of the line ran 
Into a bed- of willows which blocked 
the channel for GOO yards. Going 
ahead with full steam on. the Cincin- 
nati was caught in the withes of the 
willows, which twisted around her up- 
per works and held her as in a vise. 
All the arts of seamanship could not 
displace this new obstacle. It would 
have required weeks to uproot that bed 
of willows. 


For twenty-four hours men worked 


with saws, axes and cutlasses toxhew 
the flagship loose. Suddenly a battery 
opened on the fleet, driving the work- 
men to the cover of the ironclads. 
News of the desperate situation of the 
fleet had reached the Confederates at

close to,Vicksburg, and the Confeo\er- 
ates occupied the bluffs along that 
stream for fifty miles The Yazoo itself 
i& formed from the Tallahatchee, Sun- 
flower, Yallabusha and Deer creek, all 
navigable and used for bringing Con- 
federate supplies to the Vicksburg gar- 
rison Grant wanted to establish a sec- 
ondary base for operations far up the 
Yazoo above the bluffs and cut off not 
only supplies but re-enforcements com- 
ing from the east to Vicksburg. The 
Confederates had a fort at the Junction 
of the Tallanutcbee and Yallabusha. By 
cutting a channel from the Mississippi 
to the Coldwater, a stream emptying 
Into the Tallahatchee, Porter flooded 
the whole system of Inland channels, 
and a fleet of gunboats with troops aft- 
er, a tedious journey reached Fort Pem- 
berton, intending to reduce it 


The Fort Pemberton expedition was 


in danger of disaster, and Porter de- 
vised a plan of relieving it with a fleet 
of ironclads which he would take in 


1 through Steele's bnyou, which opens 
from the Mississippi, thence through 
. Deer creek, the Sunflower, Coldwater 
and Tallabatcuee to the Yazoo above 
Fort Pemi>erton. The channels in these 
streams were deeper than those fol- 
lowed by the first expedition, and five 
heavy draft ironclad gunboats were 
chosen for the relief expedition. At 
the same time Sherman set out with 
a force of troops to penetrate the wil- 
derness and co-operate with Porter. 
! 
Almost at the start Porter found his 


way obstructed by a dense growth of 


I overhanging bushes, and these bad to 
be cut xway as the boats movedjohead. 
Occasionally a stray tree would be 
found in midchanncl, and tills was up- 
rooted by a charge of the ironclad at 
full steam. The line of boats was bro- 
ken, each going its own way, *o-,open a 
channel, using saws and axes, to re- 
move the heavy trunks. In Steele's 
bayou the vessels often grazed the 
banks, and the channel was obstructed 
by rafts which had floated down and 
caught between the trees and tho 
Shore. Large quantities of cotton were 
stored along shore, nud this the enemy 
aet on fire the moment the Beet ap- 
peared, enveloping the boats in smoke 
and endangering them with flame*. 


A pilot who bad recommended him- 


self for this service proved on trial to 
be a fraud, and Porter was oodupellad 
to make his way through an unknown 
region where nothing heavier than, a 
river scow had ever floated before. The 
Oonfadarataa wart alert, and It 
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PRIL 7, 1803, almost two 


after the dramatic surrender of 
,Fort Snmter to the Confeder- 
ate*, a Federal fleet in Chat tea- 


ton harbor made the first attempt to 
recover the renowned citadel. Mere 
sentiment played uo part in spurring 
Admiral Dupont to make The atttu-k. 
While the officers and sailors of the 
fleet were stimulated by a latent de- 
sire to see the old flag floating once 
more from the staff where it had been 
humiliated April 14, 1861. that was not 
the end in view. 


Sumter was the key to Charleston 


harbor, and Charleston, in spite of the 
Federal blockade, was the chief eu^H- 
pot for the importation of foreign 
arms, munitions of war and many ne- 
cessities of life in the south. To reduce 
Sumter would be to reduce Charleston, 
and to wipe that from the list of block- 
ade running ports would come as a 
knife thrust into the vitals of the 
Confederacy. 


Briefly the delay In attacking Sumter 


was the invention of the ironclad. The 
victory of the Uttle Monitor over the 
Merrimac in March, 18«2, made every 
sailor envious of the armored ship. Big 
guns will batter down concrete para- 
pets if they get near enough, but wood- 
en floating batteries were useless ma- 
chines to venture into the circle of fire 
which tho Confederates could pour 
upon nn attacking fleet from Sumter 
and the chain of laud batteries around 
the harbor. The attacking guns must 
be protected by iron walls, and Du- 
pont waited for an Ironclad fleet to 
make the first dash at Sumter. 


Nine new ironclads were on the scene 


some- time before the attack. In order 
to test the new ships Dupont sent the 
Montauk. A duplicate of the original 
monitor and commanded by her cap- 
tain, 'John L. Worden, to batter the 
mud walls of Fort McAllister, on the 
Georgia coast. 
The fort was not 


harmed In the encounter, but the Mon- 
tauk lived for hours under a rain of 
shot* which barely dented her armor. 


Battery Wagner by an e',*-e».-ic wire. 
The Confederate electrician in Wagner 
raid that be could not ask to have an 
enemy better placed than was the Iron- 
sides for an hour over £000 pounds of 
pent up powder. He was even ucvuscd 
of treachery for not sending her to tlte 
bottom, but it transpired that the con- 
necting wire had be*n cut by n heaiy 
ordnance wagon passing over it be- 
tween the battery and the beac'.i. 


While the unmanageable Ironsides 


lay the play of -the current Moultrie di- 
rected all its fire upon her. This was 
answered by a broadside, the only 
shots fired at Moultrie. Meanwhile the 
other ships ran their course up to the 
obstructions, opened fire upon Sumter 
and only retired when tbe admiral 
hoisted signal to retreat It was then 5 
o'clock p. m. When the ships reported 
to the anchorage, the Keokuk was 
found to be the worst sight of them all. 
She was riddled like a colander, hav- 
ing been struck ninety times in thirty 
minutes. Her hull was pierced by thir- 
teen boles, and her turret bad been 
bored through and through. Her gai 
lant commander, Captain Rhind, came 
forward bleeding and limping from a 
wound received that day. He anchored 
ship, but she soon went to the bottom, 
Sumter's first victim. On all of the 
ships the mechanics worked the whole 
night to repair the damage for a renew- 
al of the attack In the morning. But 
daylight revealed the fleet's crippled 
condition, and the battle was post- 
poned. 


Next to the Keokuk the Weebawken 


suffered most She was struck fifty 
three times and her deck smashed BO 
that the water ran through, while her 
armor bung In fragments and her tnr 
ret could scarcely be revolved owing to' 
the dents of heavy blows. The Pasaaic 
received thirty-five hits, one gun was 
disabled and the turret jammed so as 
to be Immovable. One rifle shot broke 
eleven plates of the turret and upset the 
pilot house. The Patapsco was struck 
forty-seven times and fired but five- 
shots. The Nantucket was struck fifty- 


some of her side plates left hanging so 
that a slight blow would knock them 
off. 
The Nahtint received thirty-six 


shots, and her turret was disabled. A 


Halnes' bluff, and a brigade and a bat- 
tery of nrtil'ery hurried away to get in 
the rear of Porter and capture his 
boats. The guns of the ironclads were 
far below the bank and could not bo 
brought to bear on the enemy. But 
Porter had two mortar boats, which 
, bombarded the battery and checked Its 
fire. Sherman's troops were not in 
sight, nnd forter decided to retreat as 
soon as the Cincinnati could be freed 
from the willows. The combined pow- 
er of the four ironclads following the 
Cincinnati at last dragged her back out 
of the snare. 


Droppmgdowustream astern, the fleet 


was soon surrounded by Confederate 
sharpshooters, who made it dangerous 
for a mnu to show himself on deck The 
only means of defense was the small 
howitzers, wblcli could be fired from 


, the upper decks. These, with mortar 
| shells, which sometimes tore down a 
, whole tree, with its sharpshooter, kept 
' the enemy nt a distance, but the main 
hope was for Sherman to come up with 
his soldiers. 
Suddenly

Bwarmed with sharpshooters, and the 
fleet came to a standstill before eight 
large troea newly felled across tb» 
channel in the rear of the bouts. Por- 
ter put 500 armed sailors ashore, who 
took, to the trees to fight off the sharp- 
shooters. 
Working below the banks 


out of the enemy's range, the sailors 
sawed away the trees and removed 


I them with hawsers and tackles. Mean- 


while the mortars and howitzers kept 
up n ruin of five into the woods 


Porter prepared for n last stand. The 


sides of tho vessels were covered with 
grease to prevent the Confederates 
from climbing the sides, the guns were 
loaded with canister and ghen tho 
highest elm ntloii possiule. Onco more 
the flact ciimo ta a standstill before 
two" large trees acrom >tbe channel. 
The Confederates rushed up to within 
fifty yards, and all the working parties 
of the boats weic culled lu to defend 
their \essel8. But before « shot waa 
fired a rifttle of musketry Kpran? up In 
the Confederate rear, the crowd began 
cheering, whilu the Confederates, after 
a volley or two, bent a "rqtrent up and 
down the river. Sherman had heard 
the first firing of fliv Corifcdcrato bat- 
tery and made a forced mnrch through 
tho i warn ps to rescue Porter's fleet. He 
was lu tho nick of tiuio. and when he 
rode forward to the very «dgt of the 
flagship (ho sailors greeted him with 
the wii'lest ovation of his whole career.

J. A. Downes. In the fleet also were 
two experiments In Ironclads, the most 
Important being the New Ironsides, 
christened with the synonym of the 
celebrated frigate Constitution. The 
New Ironsides was an armored battle- 
ship, something after the pattern of 
the Merrimac, except that she was not 
armed with a ram, and her roof was 
flat instead of sloping. She carried two 
150 pounder pivot rifles and fourteen 
eleven inch guns In broadside. The oth- 
er experiment, the Keokuk, Commander 
A. C. Rhind, was a double turret moni- 
tor of extra length and width. 


In the harbor the fleet was to run 


amuck in a channel planted with rope 
and pile obstructions as well as torpe- 
does and face the fire of sixty-nine 
guns which from batteries in fiont, to 
the right and to the left swept the sen. 
Dupont's orders to the ship command- 
ers were to pay no attention to any 
battery except Fort Sumter and to con- 
centrate the fire upon the center em- 
brasure of that work. The walls of the 
fort rose forty-five feet above high 
water. They were built of the beat 
Carolina gray brick laid with mortar, a 
concrete of pounded oyster shells and 
cement and a still firmer concrete used 
for the embrasures, which would get 
the hardest blows in a fight. 


Dupont proposed to head the line 


with Ironsides as his flagship, but his 
captains persuaded him to take the 
center, and the Weehawken led off 
The batteries at the entrance to the 
channel paid no attention to the fleet 
as it passed silently on, steering for 
Sumter, but when the Weebuwken 
came within range of Fort Moultrie 
the Confederate and Palmetto flags 
were flung to the breeze nud a salute 
of thirteen guns announced the open- 
ing of the drama of Sumter's new ca- 
reer, bet wnr upon the old flag. Fort 
Moultrie fired the first shot, which the 
Weehawken answered. Then Sumter, 
Batteries Bee and Beanregard, Cuui- 
mlng's Point and Battery Wagner 
opened fire. For a wonder the Confed- 
erate commander in Charleston at the 
time was Beuuregard, the original con- 
queror of Sumter, and no the same 
brain that had directed the fire of 
Moultrie and the batteries upon- Major 
Anderson's garrison iu April, 1801, now 
directed the bombardment poured upou 
the Federal fleet having Sumter for a 
target. * 


The first adventure* came to the 


monitor Weehawken. Rodgers ran his 
ship close up to the ropo obstructions 
between Sumtor and Monitrlc and got 
lu th* first Federal shot. Finding his 
ship in danger of being snared by the 
obstructions, the captain turned her 
•bout, lighting from tho stern. As the

her bow, but did no damage beyond 
straining the Iron. 


Dupont's llagshlp Ironsides was of 


heavy draft with a oat bottom and 
proved unwieldy In action.
